Regarding claims 1-4 and 6-10, the allowability in combination with the other 
claimed features is because nowhere in the prior art is there a set of integrated 
arrangements having a further electrically insulating fuse intenruption between the 
further correction capacitor in the first capacitor arrangement and the main capacitor in 
the second capacitor arrangement, the intenuption having been produced after 
production of the main capacitor of the second arrangement. Regarding claims 15-17, 
the allowability in combination with the other claimed features is because nowhere in 
the prior art is there a method for producing a set of integrated grid capacitors having at 
least one cutout leading at least one of the shortened connection traverse electrode and 
to a region at which the shortened correction transverse electrode was arranged prior to 
the vaporation.
